IH THE POLLARD-BRECKINRJDGE C&SE. 


'Testimony for the Defense Intended to 


Counteract Miss Pollard's Claims of 


Accouchement at St. Joseph's 


Foundling Asylum. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The dreary 


reading1 of documentary evidence, the 
noting and arguing of objections, and 
the taking of exceptions, made this the 
most iininterebtinp day of the Pollard- 
JJreckinnclge trial bince it began, two 
weeks ago 
A number of depositions 


taken by the defense were read to the 
jury and a jrie-at deal of the evidence 
in them was> objected to by the plain- 
tiff's counsel, ho manv were the ob- 
jections and the exceptions noted that, 
at the reqvie.st of Mr. Carlisle, Judge 
Bradley set featuiday nevt for hearing- 
argument on their admissibilitv. 


The depositions read to-day were all 


taken in Cincinnati and in Kentucky, 
and they related to Miss Pollard's 
claim that she gave birth to a child in 
St. Joseph's foundling asylum, near 
Cincinnati, in 1884; to her school life 
and the first visit of Col. lireckinridge 
to her, and to her age. 


Two sisters and others connected 


Tvith »St. Joseph's asylum made deposi- 
tion that they did not recognize Miss 
Pollard as an inmate ot the asylum at 
any time, and several persons who 
knew Jliss Pollard in childhood and 
girlhood testified that she was appar- 
ently in the neighborhood of 10 or W 
years of age in 1884, when she met Col. 
Breckinridge, and when she claims her 
age was 17. The physician who at- 
tended her mosher at the birth of a 
daughter named Rosalind in October 
or November, 1865, deposed that an- 
other daughter called "Mattie" was 
then running about the house and 
looked 2 or it years old. 


The court will not be in session on 


to-monow (Good Friday). 


The Day'n Proceeding! 


opened with the further reading and 
conclusion of the deposition of Sister 
Augubtioe, who was connected with 
St. Joseph's foundling asylum near 
Cincinnati in 1885, at the time Miss 
Pollard claims she was confined there. 


Incidents connected with the visit 


of Miss Pollard, which were narrated 
by Sister Agnes in the deposition read 
yesterday, were told by Sister Augus- 
tine. 


"Do you believe that Madeline Pol- 


lard is Miss Burgwine?" was asked of 
the deponent. 


"No, sir; I believe she is not. Miss 


Bnrgwine was much smaller than Miss 
Pollard." 


Sister Augustine's deposition was, 


for the most pkrt. a corroboration of 
the testimony given by Sister Agnes 
yesterday. 


Mr. Stoll then read the deposition of 


Mrs. 
Lena Schmidt, a nurse at the 


foundling asylum, who testified that 
she did not remember anyone named 
Louise Wilson at the asylum, and 
could not recognize Miss Poilard when 
she saw her in December, 1893, as one 
ehe had seen before. 


The deposition of Dr. \V. E. Decour- 


c?y, which contained nothing of im- 
portance, was also read. 


i The deposition of OrinG. Ifrown, son 


of Dr. W. K. Brown, president of \Ves- 
leyan college, in Cincinnati, was the 
last one read before the noon recess 
It developed nothing of interest 


Aitsrnoon Session. 


After recess, and before Mr. Stoll re- 


sumed the reading of Mr. Brown's 
deposition, Judge Bradley said tiiat as 
to-morrow would be (iood Friday, the 
case would be adjourned over from 
this afternoon until Monday. 


Mr. Brown was questioned concern- 


ing the relations of Miss Pollard and 
Prof. Joseph F Obermeyer, of the col- 
lege, and answered that they sustained 
relations of pupil and teacher. 


Concerning the fiist visit of Col. 


Breckinridge to the college, Mr Brown 
said he remembered that he was se- 
verely criti?ised at the time for allow- 
ing Miss Pollard to go out alone with 
tbe defendant. 


Mr. Carlisle read the cross-examina- 


tion and after proceeding a short time, 
he paused and said he would omit cer- 
tain parts of the deposition because 
they concerned things to which he had 
objected in the morning, and he did 
not want these objections to be waived 
by the reading. 


Mr. Moll thought that the whole 


cross-examination should be read; and 
this brought about a long discussion 
which was settled by Judge Bradley 
telling Mr. Carlisle to omit such parts 
as he chose. 


Continuing, Mr. Brown said Miss 


Pollard was a popular girl at school. 


Bills for Miss Pollard's tuition and 


board had not been paid, and when J 
the left the institution to go to Lex- | 
ington she was not asked to come back 
lor that reason 
Mr. Brown testified 


that he was absolutely certain Miss 
Pollard had received no telegram sum- 
moning her home on August 8, 1884, 
lor he was in charge of the college at 
the time, and Miss Pollard would have 
come to him for permission. [Miss 
Pollard testified that Col. Breckinridge 
had sent a bogus telegram to her, i 
signed with her mother's name, snm- I 
moning her home on the date named f 
in order that she might go to Lexing- 
ton with him.] Mr. Brown said Miss 
Bollard was a girl perfectly able to 
/' take care of herself with men and to 
1 resist improper advances.

J taught how to conduct herself in this

way ut the college. 
Judge Wilson objected to a question 


similar to the one answered by Mr. i 
Brown as to Miss PWl.rd's experience 
and ability to protect

Icfrersoll, the agnostic, has been here 


and delivered bis leotnre. "What Shall ] 
Do to Be Saved?" to a good house. He 
is an orator, and bae the skill to pat hie 
side of the case in purple robea and pre- 
sent it to catoh tbe Rjmpatby of bis 
bearers. 


Those who went to bear him expecting 


to have the notion of a fainre state and 
God dieaipated were disappointed, BB 
iDgeraoll doea not deoy the eiisteooe of 
a God or a future state; bnt be makes 
war on the Bible and t,b» churoh because 
it is founded on tbe revelations of tbe 
soriptnre*. 


He bolda tbat tbe hope of eternal life 


in the human heart is not tba result cf 
the scriptures, which is true, as tbe 
North American Indians and every other 
tribe or race discovered who never bed 
access to tbe Bible bad, when found, a 
belief in a supreme being and • hope of 
future life. Bnt it is equally true, and 
Mir. lageraoUomita to slaw this fact, that 
the sime peoplo also believed that in tbat 
future state the good are rewarded and 
the bad either destroyed or punished, and 
it by analogy we may, from the first faot, 
reason that there is a God and a fatnte 
state we may by the same method reach 
tbeoonolaeion that in thatetate the good 
are rewarded while tbe bad are not.

The 
churot, though it may, in past and cruder 
civilization*, have been guilty of many or 
all the things charged to it by Mr. lager-

lovnai;, charitable' and honest as tbe 
church bolda they ought to be, and as 
Mr. Ingeraol thinks they ought to be, 
there would ba no need of either churches 
or laws RDd there would be no lotldels or 
maraksts.
